The Minneapolis Tribune publishes 
the following in Wednesday’s issue 
of that paper which will be of interest 
to oar readers: 
Besides this railroad (Brainerd & 
Northern 
Minnesota) 
connecting 
Brainerd with the north part of the 
state, to which all of the roads are 
looking with longing eyes for the im­ 
mense traffic opening there, Brainerd 
has received the nulls which the 
Northern Mill company are locating 
at that point on the Mississippi. The 
Northern Mill company and the rail­ 
road oompany have spent at Brainerd, 
it is estimated, $500,000 in the past 
few months. 
Manager Jones said that he was 
delighted with the result of their 
season's operations at Brainerd. 
The 
line opened as officially inspected, 
adds 42 miles to the state mileage 
built this year. They are locating 
the rest of the line to bring them to 
the shores of Leech lake, which will 
be completed in the early spring 
Although only just opened, the Brain­ 
erd & Northern Minnesota, he said, 
is earning from $28 to $30 per day in 
passenger business, and carrying 
large amount of freight. This road 
has the honor of crossing the “Father 
of Waters” at the point farthest from 
the grdf of any road yet constructed. 
Corelative to the enterprise above 
outlined is a move on the part of the 
counties directly north of Minneapo­ 
lis, which have no railroads, to have

Northern at or east of Milaoe, thence 
across Mille Lacs couaty and the 
Rum river, and across the east side 
of the rich county of 
Morrison, 
and thence northwesterly across Crow 
Wing, in a direct line, unless diverged 
to the northward sufficiently to touch 
Mille Lacs lake, where a great sum­ 
mer resort is waiting for some one to 
build. 
This is substantially the line con­ 
templated by Mr. Hill for the Lake 
Superior outlet for his Pacific line.

The Departm en t of Agriculture is 
about to publish an in terestin g re­ 
port, comparin g the cost of livin g 
early in this cen tury with what it is 
n ow. It exhibits vivid ly the con trast 
between the poverty 
of primitive 
agriculture an d the progress in civil­ 
ization an d wealth resultin g from high 
d evelopmen t of all the possibilities of 
lan d an d labor in rural in d ustrial 
a rts an d in d ustries. The small wages 
paid in those d ay s are as surprisin g 
as the low prices of commod ites of all 
sorts. 
Game was abun d an t early in the 
cen tury an d , therefore cheap. Ven ison 
! cost on ly 3^ cen ts a poun d . Bear 
( m eat was very slightly higher. Pig­ 
eon s were in extraord in ary abun d an ce, 
i sellin g a t a little more than 1 cen t 
apiece. Eld erly read ers will remember 
the tights of iiocks of pigeon s which 
! d arken ed the skies even as late as 
fifty y ears ago. Shad was very cheap, 
costin g on ly 4 cen ts each. Owin g to 
the plen tiful supply of game tan n ed 
skin s were low in price. A d eerskin 
fetched about $ 1.17, while a bearskin 
worth from $ 1 to $ 2. Milk sold a t 2 
cen ts a quart, an d butter 13 cen ts a 
poun d .

Thair 
com position is a perfect fusion of on e- 
half iiin ty earth, on e-quarterlim e an d 
clay an d on e-quarter alm ost pure 
iron , each pillar bein gd ivid ed in to reg­ 
ular len gths or join ts which come to­ 
gether as a perfect, n atural ball-an d - 
socket un ion . 
Although to be foun d in small d e­ 
tachm en ts embed d ed in tiie cliffs, 
san d s, etc. for some d istan ce alon g 
the shore, the prin cipal aggregation 


T hat was the d ay of in d ivid ual an d 
isolated effort, an ted atin g the era of 
aggregation in factories, classification 
an d d ivision of labor an d in ven tion of 
labor-savin g processes an d applian ces.

K eeping C abbage In Winter. 
The head s which will win ter beet 
are those just fully formed n ot over 
ripe on es. Those 
wan ted 
for use 
d urin g win ter can be pulled roots an d 
all an d tran splan ted in shallow earth 
on the cellar bottom . They m ust n ot 
be set too d eep or they will grow; use 
just en ough d epth of earth to keep the 
roots moist an d n o more an d the 
cabbage will remain crisp. For sprin g 
use bury in g is con sid ered best. Be­ 
fore. the groun d freezes hard d ig a 
tren ch, place straw in the bottom 
an d put in the cabbage—roots on — 
with the bead s d own , an d as closely 
as possible. Cover with 10 in ches of 
d irt without ad d in g straw —too much 
cover will cause them to rot. Some 
leave the roots exposed ; but d urin g a 
win ter where there is altern ate freez­ 
in g an d thawin g, the stalk is iikely to 
rot aud the rot may go d own in the 
head . No ven tilation of the pit is 
n eed ed ; keep all air out an d if it freezes 
solid the cabbage will n ot be in ­ 
jured . If n ot wan ted un til l&te in 
sprin g cover the earth while frozen 
with a foot of straw an d weigh d own . 
An other method very similar an d 
equally good is the followin g; A pit 
eight in ches d eep, three an d a half to 
four feet wid e, an d of d esired len gth, 
is first d ug, an d board s or slabs 
placed at the bottom . Cabbage are 
cut an d trimmed , an d packed in the 
pit. Framea|of two by four in ch scan tl­ 
in g are mad e in the form of a roof— 
for a pit 15 feet lon g, three of these 
are n eed ed —then n ail fen ce board s to 
these frames, makin g a complete 
cover. P ut this frame over the cab­ 
bages in the pit then cover lightly with 
straw an d four in ches of d irt. The 
en d s should be stuffed with straw, 
which can be removed when cabbage 
is wan ted . 
On e objection to straw is th at mice 
fin d a n est in it an d in jure the cab­ 
bages. We have kept them well as 
follows: Select a d ry spot, or if n eces­ 
sary cut a d eep tren ch with an outlet 
to take away all water, an d thus give 
a perfectly d ry bed on or n ear the 
surface. Lay upon 
this poles or 
scan tlin g parallel far en ough apart 
so th at when the cabbages are turn ed 
upsid e d own upon these poles they 
will n ot quite touch each other at the 
ed ges. Then put on the cabbages an d 
throw d ry earth over them to the 
d epth of a few in ches, more or less. 
Beiore severe cold weather, throw on 
en ough more ad jacen t soil or th a t 
d ug from the tren ches if it is n eed ed . 
It is well to ad d earth en ough fin ally 
to preven t the frost reachin g the cab­ 
bages. We have sometimes spread a 
little straw upon them to keep them 
cleau from the soil, but n ot en ough to 
in ven t mice. 
We 
have 
preserved 
man y thousan d s of head s through 
win ter an d ofteu till late in the sprin g 
in the above man n er without ever 
losin g on e per cen t by d ecay .—O. J.

On e thin g seems to be well settled , 
t at con tac t w th d iseased hogs is 
pretty sure to prod uce it in others, 
an d th a t isolation should be carefully 
practiced aud the carcasses buried 
when 
they d ie with it. Like the 
human organ ism, th a t of swin e is 
more susceptible an d likely to take 
thed isease when the fun ction s are n ot 
in healthy con d ition . All experien ce 
an d observation have taught th at 
the d isease prevails an d is most fatal 
on ly d urin g the season of feed in g d ry 
corn an d other con cen trated fooffs, 
an d when glean it g the wheat stubble, 
without succulen t food to aid the d ig­ 
estive fun ction s, an d therefore when 
there is greater ten d en cy to con sti­ 
pation . 
Un til the hogs are fed more ration ­ 
ally , an d the succulen t ration main ­ 
tain ed with the d ry corn food of fat­ 
ten in g, the probability is th a t hog 
cholera will prevail. We thin k th a t 
the pr esen t man n er of feed in g in vites 
it. T hat the germ of the d isease is 
n early alway s presen t is man ifested 
by puttin g the an imal in such con d i­ 
tion as makes him y ield a read y vic­ 
tim to it. 


W heat and Butter. 
The d airy in d ustry is of such a n a­ 
ture th a t few people can realize its 
magn itud e un til their atten tion is es­ 
pecially called to it, say s the Breed ­ 
er’s Gazette. Let us compare wheat- 
growin g 
witb 
butter-makiqg. 
In 
en umeratin g the provision s of a fam ­ 
ily , a barrel of flour per an n um for 
each in d ivid ual is a fair allowan ce. 
About five bushels of wheat are re­ 
quired for a barrel of flour, worth a 
little over $ 4 at presen t prices, or say 
$ 5 for a barrel of flour. The butter 
allowan ce for a family is about on e 
poun d per in d ivid ual member for each 
week, or n ay fifty poun d s y er y ear. 
At 20 cen ts per poun d this is $ 10, or 
at 25 cen ts, about the average price 
for good butter, it is $ 12.50. Takin g 
tbeamaller ol thesetwo sums, ^ehave 
the cost of the butter con sumed by 
our people as fully twice the cost of 
wheat. 
But 
in 
ad d ition 
to 
butter, there is the cheese, an d es­ 
pecially the milk, the value of the 
latter amoun tin g to an en ormous sum 
in the aggregate. W ithout the figures, 
it ia d oubtful if it w*ould be con ced ed 
th a t d airy prod ucts cost the people 
of our coun try two or three times as 
much as the wheat they con sume. 
It is probable that no improve­ 
ments in the manufacture of flour will 
materially 
increase its use. Enor­ 
mous as is the consumption of dairy 
products, the limit is by no means 
yet reached. The general adoption of 
the creamery system through the 
West is substituting a good product 
for a poor one, and an everwidening 
circle of consumers are learning the 
taste of good butter.

H o w A m erican s a H undred Y ears 


Ago L iv ed on F ifty Cerite a Day. 
The Department of Agriculture is 
about to publish an interesting re­ 
port, comparing the cost of living 
early in this century with what it is 
now. It exhibits vividly the contrast 
between the poverty of primitive 
agriculture and the progress in civil­ 
ization and wealth resulting from high 
development of all the possibilities of 
land and labor in rural industrial 
arts and industries. The small wages 
paid in those days are as surprising 
as the lowr prices of commodites of all 
sorts. 
Game was abundant early in the 
century and, therefore cheap. Venison 
' cost only 31^ cents a pound. Dear 
meat was very slightly higher. Pig­ 
eons were in extraordinary abundance, 
selling at a little more than I cent 
apiece. Elderly readers will remember 
tile fights of Hocks of pigeons which 
darkened the skies even as late as 
fifty years ago. Shad was very cheap, 
costing only 4 cents each. Owing to 
the plentiful supply of game tanned 
I skins were low in price. A deerskin 
fetched about $1.17, while a bearskin 
worth from $1 to $2. Milk sold at 2 
cents a quart, and butter 13 cents a 
pound. Apples were from 12^ cents 
to 25 cents a bushel but by 1823 they 
had reached 50 cents. 
Farm wages were only about one- 
third of what they are now', ranging 
from 33 cents to 50 cents compensa­ 
tion of well-grown lads. One hundred 
years ago the remuneration of a boy 
for doing “chores,” such aa cutting 
wood and foddering horses, for one 
year, was ordinarily $5. The nae of 
I a pair of oxen for a day cost 25 cents, 
while the use of a cow for one year' 
cost $3. It cost 60 cents to make a 
pair of shoes. The price of a pair of 
moccasins was 27 cents. Board was 
only $1 a week. 
That was the day of individual aud 
isolated effort, antedating the era of 
aggreaation in factories, classification 
and division of labor and invention of 
labor-saving processes and appliances. 
Prices of farm products fluctuated 
greatly, according to local scarcity, 
which could not be mitigated by dis­ 
tribution from regions of plenty. If

TO BK CONTI HUED. 
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K eeping C abbage In W inter. 
The beads which will winter best 
are those just fully formed not over 
ripe ones. Those 
wanted for use 
during winter can be pulled roots and 
all and transplanted in shallow earth 
on the cellar bottom. They must not 
be set too deep or they will grow; use 
just enough depth of earth to keep the 
roots moist and no more and the 
cabbage will remain crisp. For spring 
use burying is considered best. Be­ 
fore. the ground freezes hard dig a 
trench, place straw in the bottom 
and put in the cabbage—roots on— 
with the beads down, and as closely 
as possible. Cover with IO inches of 
dirt without adding straw—too much 
cover will cause them to rot. Some 
leave the roots exposed; but during a 
winter where there is alternate freez­ 
ing and thawing, the stalk is likely to 
rot and the rot may go down in the 
head. No ventilation of the pit is 
needed; keep all air out and if it freezes 
solid the cabbage will not be in­ 
jured. If not wanted until late in 
spring cover the earth while frozen 
with a foot of straw and weigh down. 
Another method very similar and 
equally good is the following: A pit 
eight inches deep, three and a half to 
four feet wide, and of desired length, 
is first dug, and boards or slabs 
placed at the bottom. Cabbage are 
cut and trimmed, and packed in the 
pit. Framesjof two by four inch scantl­ 
ing are made in the form of a roof— 
for a pit 15 feet long, three of these 
are needed—then nail fence boards to 
these frames, making a complete 
cover. Put this frame over the cab­ 
bages intbe pit then cover lightly with 
straw and four inches of dirt. The 
ends should be stuffed with straw, 
which can be removed when cabbage 
is wanted. 
One objection to straw is that mice 
find a nest in it and injure the cab­ 
bages. We have kept them well as 
follows: Select a dry spot, or if neces­ 
sary cut a deep trench with an outlet 
to take away all water, and thus give 
perfectly dry bed on or near the 
surface. Lay upon this poles or 
scantling parallel far enough Apart 
so that when the cabbages are turned 
upside down upon these poles they 
will not quite touch each other at the 
edges. Then put on the cabbages and 
dry earth over them to the 
throt 
depth of a few inches, more or less. 
Before severe cold weather, throw on 
enough more adjacent soil or th at 
dug From the trenches if it is needed. 
It is well to add earth enough finally 
to prevent the frost reaching the cab­ 
bages. We have sometimes spread a 
little straw upon them to keep them 
cleau from the soil, but not enough to 
invent mice. 
We have preserved 
many thousands of heads through 
winter and ofteu till late in the spring 
in the above manner without ever 
losing one per cent by decay.—0. J. 
Farmer.

The cows refer­ 
red to are ordinary grades, costing 
from $20 to $35 
Their average 
weight is just 8001bs., the best one 
weighing 7401bs. The value of the 
feed required for the five cows, for the 
period stated, depends much on lo­ 
cality, and the reader can make his 
own calculations; but the writer is 
conscient that the net profits would 
range from $LOO to $125. How large 
a wheat field will it take to bring 
your net profit equal to it, and how 
many days labor will it require to 
produce it? 
P rofits In Sm all Farm ing. 
A Massachusetts man raised last 
season on less than three acres of 
land, as follows; Fifteen bushels of 
green peas, one of white beans, ten 
of potatoes, eight of popcorn (ears), 
fifty of red beets, twenty-five of onions 
seventy-five of carrots, GOO sugar 
pumpkins, 1,000 winter squashes, 
1>000 horse radish roots, fifty dozen 
ears of sweet corn. 2,000 cabbages, 
six bushels of parsnips large quan­ 
tities of sunflowers, one bushel of 
Rochester rose potatoes from one 
pound of seed. 
He says he believes there is 
a big 
living from a small farm properly 
managed. 
A poultry raiser gives the year’s re­ 
sults as follows: My books show that 
for the year ending November I, 
1890, I fed to IOO hens and sixty 
chickens, 102% busheis of corn, twen­ 
ty-nine and one-fourth bushels of 
wheat, a good part of the wheat 
going to the chickens. 
The profit over cost of food was 
$131, an average of $1.31 per hen; 
not a large profit; but eggs cost six 
and three-fourths cents per dozen to r 
feed, but the whole cost of feed was 
taken, as I did not keep the feed ac­ 
count between the hens and chicken* 
separate. 


HIS CH O SEN HOME IS PRISON. 


A L ovelorn Man Who H is Lived in 
Jail T w e n ty —threw Y ears. 
William Both well has been in the 
Dedham, 
Mass., 
jail twenty-three 
years. Rothweli is 68 years old, and 
for the many years he has been in 
jail he has made and mended the 
clothing of hundreds of prisoners. 
Rothweli came from a wealthy family 
in England, and was well educated 
When first known in Dedham he was 
arrested by officer George E. Morse for 
drunkenness. While serving sentence 
at the jail he showed aptness as 
tailor, although never before having 
had experience at the trade. After 
serving his sentence he was given 
some money by the sheriff or officials 
in charge of the jail and he left town. 
He remained away but a few days, 
however. Upon his return he went to 
Officer Morse and requested th at a 
charge be made against hint either of 
drunkenness or vagrancy. 
A charge 
was made, he pleaded guilty and he 
was returned to jail, and the Boston 
Herald says Rothweli has continued 
this course for the past twenty-three 
years. 
Although the age bears its mark, his 
countenance shows refinement. He 
has become very deaf. Ho can I e seen 
by any visitor who comes in the 
guard-room of the jail seated upon his 
bench, plying his needle through the 
garments worn by tho prisoners. He 
has a brother, a wealthy merchant in 
New York city, who recently visited 
him. He has been repeatedly entreat­ 
ed by bis rJatives, not only in New 
York, but in Lancashire, England, to 
leave his prison home and livo with 
them, but he says: “I am contented 
with the home I chose twenty-three 
years ago and I shall not leave it so 
long as I can remain there, either Ly 
hospitality or legal sentences by the 
courts.”

life has a romance. 
When a young man at college he bdl in 
love with a wealthy young English 
lady. She accepted his attentions as 
suitor. Money he had in plenty, and 
being young, spirited and kind of 
heart, had many boon companions. 
He began to drink and the young 
woman discarded him. He then left 
his native land and went to Australia. 
For several years none of his relatives 
knew where he was, until twenty-three 
years ago, he sent a letter to his 
mother in England, telling her where 
he was. He has the freedom of the 
jail at Dedham, and the guardroom 
would be lonesome to the officers with­ 
out his presence.

“When I was a boy it was quite the 
fad to run away to sea,” said Archi­ 
bald Forsythe, a Boston contractor, 
now at the Laclede. “A life of adven­ 
ture is very enticing to a boy, especi­ 
ally to one brought up, as I was, un­ 
der the ‘old blue laws’ of the Wooden 
Nutmeg State. A boy who would not 
take chances on the ocean's broad 
bosom to escape the Puritan Sunday 
must indeed be lacking in spirit. 
When 16 years old I shipped on the 
Sea Gull for San Francisco. I soon 
found that I had but leaped out of 
the frying-pan into the fire. At th at 
time a ship captain was an autocrat 
the moment the ship left port. Ile 
was the supreme authority, and privi 
leged to do with his crew about as he 
pleased. The captain of the Sea Gull 
was one of the best seamen that ever 
trod a deck, and one of the worst ty 
rants that ever lived.

In 1800 only 677,598 
remained. In ten years nearly 1,400, 
OOO soldiers had disappeared. And 
this was only the Republic’s share. 
That of the Consulate and Empire 
far surpassed it. Napoleon’sconsump- 
tion of men is estimated at 2,000,- 
000 by the most moderate statisti- 
cans; and at 3,000,000 by M. Richet 
in his most careful estimate. Broca 
and Thiers admit the loss of a million 
of Frenchmen, the rest belonging, ac­ 
cording to them, to the allies incor­ 
porated in the French armies. But 
thejtotal remains the same. “It stands 
as a great red blot in history.” In 
the language of General Foy, “A man 
entered the military service a t that 
f;ime never to get out a1 ive.—New York 
Sun.

S t a m p i n g O ut H o t Cholera. 
Now that pleuro pneumonia in cat­ 
tle is stamped out in the United 
States, would it not be well to turn 
more fully to the work of stamping 
out hog cholera, it is asked? The 
government has been very successful 
in the first, and now th at the cattle 
plague is eradicated, says an exchange, 
more time and attention can be prop­ 
erly given to the fatal swine disease. 
It is true that the government has 
been at work several years to find 
data to eradicate, or mitigate the 
swine disease, and has made a consid- 
able advance toward a knowledge ol 
the disease and its origin. One thing 
about it seems not tc be so well set­ 
tled as th at of pleuropneumonia, 
viz; the origin of the germ of hog chol­ 
era. it seems to be well settled that 
with the cattle disease once stamped 
oat, it cannot again prevail here un­ 
less introduced from abroad, where it 
Still exists. This is not so plain as to 
the hoc cholera. If this was known to 
be the condition of its prevalence in 
this country, the work of eradicating 
it could be put on more certain and 
definite lines. But the discase seems 
to appear at simultaneously wide dis­ 
tances apart, and without contact 
with diseased animals. 
One thing seems to be well settled, 
t at contact with diseased hogs is 
pretty sure to produce it in others, 
and that isolation should be carefully 
practiced aud the carcasses buried 
when 
they die with it. Like the 
human organism, that of swine is 
more susceptible and likely to take 
the disease w hen the functions are not 
in healthy condition. All experience 
and observation have taught that 
the disease prevails and is most fatal 
only during the season of feeding dry 
corn and other concentrated foods, 
and when gleamr g the wheat stubble, 
without succulent food to aid the dig­ 
estive functions, and therefore when 
there is greater tendency to consti­ 
pation. 
Until the hogs are fed more ration­ 
ally, And the succulent ration main 
tamed with the dry corn food of fat­ 
tening, the probability is th at hog 
cholera will prevail. We think that 
the present manner of feeding invites 
it. That the germ of the disease is 
nearly always present is manifested 
by putting the animal in such condi­ 
tion as makes him yield a ready vic­ 
tim to it. 


C urious B ees o f G uadeloupe. 
G uadalupe, one of the Lesser An­ 
tilles, ie the home of the most curious 
species of the genus apis that has yet 
been discovered. The causual obser­ 
ver would pronounce it a common 
honey bee, and honey bee it is. but 
not of the “common” kind. It is 
smaller than the native black North 
American variety that is, the one we 
call “native” tieing but little more 
than half the size of the Italian hon­ 
ey bearer. 
The “curious” points 
about 
this 
West 
India 
insect 
lie in 
the fact 
th at the honey 
bag swinge from under the part of the 
head like a miniature bladder instead 
of being concealed within the abdom­ 
en, as is the case with every other 
known variety of honey gatherers. 
But this is not the only odd point 
about our Guadaloupe insect. They 
are all stingless, male and female 
alike, and never make what we term 
tee comb. 
Their honey, which is usually stored 
in cavities in rocks, hollow trees, etc., 
is put away in little clear, waxen 
globes, which are arranged in regular 
rows, along the walls and across the 
ceiling of the storehouse. These hon­ 
ey globes vary in size, some being as 
small as a canary’s egg, while others 
are as large a baseball.—St. Louis 
Republic. 


C ost o f F eeding Poultry. 
The cost of feeding a flock of hens 
will be about $1 a year or leas, as the 
facilities of the range may help. One 
ounce of grain a day is enough, where 
any kind of fair range is available, 
for each hen. 
Besides this, some 
broken bones and meat scrape, with a 
cabbage now and then, will be needed. 
Each hen may be expected to give ten 
dozen eggs and rear eight chicks in 
the year. These should be worth $3 
or $5. Thus the profit is satisfactory. 
But it will not be made without gesd 
care and attention and a flock of 
young hens. Where eggs only are 
wanted and chicks are not a rooster 
is of no use.

Of the three ways of keep­ 
ing through the Summer, freezing may 
perhaps be the best, but all frozen 
cream or frozen milk has the fresh­ 
ness 
removed. Holding 
milk or 
cream in a frozen condition is a cause 
of bitter butter. It does not sour 
but in time becomes bitter. Guard 
against frost.

W heat and B utter. 
The dairy industry is of such a na­ 
ture that few people can realize its 
magnitude until their attention is es­ 
pecially called to it, says the Breed­ 
er’s Gazette. Let us compare wheat- 
growine 
with 
butter-makiqg. 
In 
enumerating the provisions of a fam­ 
ily, a barrel of flour per annum for 
each individual is a fair allowance. 
About five bushels of wheat are re­ 
quired for a barrel of flour, worth a 
little over $4 at present prices, or say 
$5 for a barrel of flour. The butter 
allowance for a family is about one 
pound per individual member for each 
week, or nay fifty pounds yer year. 
At 20 cents per pound this is $10, or 
at 25 cents, about the average price 
for good butter, it is $12.50. Taking 
tfaesmaller ol thesetwo sums, vpehfl-ve 
the cost of the butter consumed by 
our people as fully twice the cost of 
wheat. 
But 
in 
addition 
to 
butter, there is the cheese, and es­ 
pecially the milk, the value of the 
latter amounting to an enormous sum 
in~the aggregate. Without the figures, 
it ia doubtful if it would be conceded 
th at dairy products cost the people 
of our country two or three times as 
much as the wheat they consume. 
It is probable that no improve­ 
ments in the manufacture of flour will 
materially increase its use. Enor­ 
mous as is the consumption of dairy 
products, the limit is by no means 
yet reached. The general adoption of 
the creamery system through the 
West is substituting a good product 
for a poor one, and an everwidening 
circle of consumers Are learning the 
taste of good butter.

The reason for drinking slowly is 
understood when one remembers that 
the heat of the stomach and the ac­ 
tion of digestive fluids on the milk 
change it into a curd. If the change 
takes place rapidly, the curd is apt to 
fprm a sqljd mass. which is digested 
with difficulty. When taken little by 
little the curd will be broken into 
bits, and therefore disposed of with­ 
out discomfort.—New York Evening 
Post. 


An E g g -K e e p in g E x p er im en t 
The eggs were all wiped when fresh 
with ara* saturated with some anti­ 
septic and packed tightly in salt, 
bran, etc. Eggs packed during April 
and May in salt, and which had been 
wiped with cottonseed oil, to which 
had been added boracic acid, kept 
from four to five months with a loss 
of nearly one-third, the quality of 
those saved-not being good. Eggs 
packed in bran, after the same prelim­ 
inary handling, were ail spoiled afteSr 
four months. Eggs packed in salt 
during March and April atter wiping 
with vaseline, to which salicylic acid 
had been added, kept four and five 
mouths without loss; the quality af­ 
ter four months being much superior 
to ordinary limed eggs. These pack­ 
ed eggs were all kept in a barn cellar, 
the ordinary temperature of each box 
varying little from 66° F., and each 
box was turned over onoe every two 
days. Little difference was observed 
iii the keeping of the fertile or the in­ 
fertile eggs, and no difference was not­ 
iceable in the keeping qualities of eggs 
from different fowls or from those on 
different rations.—New York Experi­ 
ment Station Report.

feels to die,” eaid Dr. VV. II. Epworth 
now at the Southern. “Nolivingmai* 
can tell how death feels, or whether 
the actual act of dissolution is ac­ 
complished by emotion or not. A 
man who, through disease or casual­ 
ty, has lost consciousness—has be­ 
come, to all appearances dead--and 
is then resuscitated, can really tell us 
nothing about it, for he did not die.

The Minneapolis Tribune publishes 
the following in Wednesday’s issue 
of that paper whioh will be of interest 
to our readers: 
Besides this railroad (Brainerd & 
Northern 
Minnesota) 
connecting 
Bramerd with the north part of the 
state, to which all of the roads are 
looking with longing eyes for the im­ 
mense traffic opening there, Brainerd 
has received the mills which the 
Northern Mill company are locating 
at that point on the Mississippi. 
The 
Northern Mill company and the rail­ 
road company have spent at Brainerd, 
it is estimated, $500,000 in the past 
few months.

1893. reducing the fee for each piece of reg­ 
istered mail m atter from 
10 cents to 8 
cents. 
Secretary Noble has decided for Win. A. 
Tu nerj against Wm. 
McConnell, ot the 
Crooks’ton land district. 
John Murphy, 
postmaster at Horicon county has resigned, 
and recommended Mary A. llines. 
The secretary ot the treasury informed 
the speaker of the house of representatives 
that the deficiencies of the government for 
the current fiscal vear are estimated at $14,- 
630 520, of which 10,500.000 is on accaunt of 
pensions. 
The treasury departm ent has decided 
that a Chinese merchant who lett this 
country two years ago and subsequently 
engaged in business in China thereby for­ 
feited his domiciliary rights in the United 
States and cannot return here without the 
certificate of his government required by 
the Chinese exclusion act. 
The secretary of the treasury has ap­ 
proved the recommendation of the col­ 
lector of customs at Chicago that wrap­ 
pers and packages containing exhibits for 
the W orld’s Fair may be burned or other­ 
wise destroyed at the discretion of the col­ 
lector. The action is taken in view of the 
prevalence of cholera in some of the cities 
trom which the exhibits may be expected- 
It is held that while there is no danger 
from new merchandise, the germs of con­ 
tagion may be conveyed in the wrappers.

Mrs. J. II, Cook used coal oil in lighting 
a fire at W arrensburg, Macon County 111.

S o m e t h i n * A b i u t T h a t R e m a r k a b le 
C u r .o s lt y , 
The G iant's Causeway is situated at 
the northern extremity of County 
Antrim, a short distance from Post 
Rush, Ireland. 
It consists of count­ 
less hosts of basaltic pillars, varying 
in shape from a pentagon to an ncta- 
gon, the average length of each column 
or pillar beingaboutSO feet, the whole 
stacked so closely together th at a 
knife blade could hardly be inserted 
between them. But the formation of 
these pillars is not the least wonderful 
part about them, for, although they 
m ay be counted by thousands and 
tens of thousands, each column is 
fashioned with a symmetry that sug­ 
gests a m ason’s handiwork. Their 
com position is a perfect fusion of one- 
half flinty earth, one-quarterlime and 
clay and one quarter alm ost pure 
iron, each pillar beingdivided into reg­ 
ular lengths or joints which come to­ 
gether as a perfect, natural ball-and- 
socket union. 
Although to be found in small de­ 
tachm ents 
embedded in the cliffs, 
sands, etc. for some distance along 
the shore, the principal aggregation 


selling at a little more than 1 cent 
apiece. Elderly readers will remember 
the lights of Hocks of pigeons which 
darkened the skies even as late as 
fifty years ago. Shad was very cheap, 
costing only 4 cents each. Owing to 
the plentiful supply of game tanned 
skins were low in price. A deerskin 
fetched about SI .17, while a bearskin 
worth from $1 to $2. Milk sold at 2 
cents a quart, and butter 13 cents a 
pound. Apples were from 12% cents 
to 25 cents a bushel but by 1823 they 
had reached 50 cents. 
Farm wages were only about one- 
third of what they are now, ranging 
from 33 cents to 50 cents compensa­ 
tion of wrell-gro\vn lads. One hundred 
years ago the remuneration of a boy 
for doing “ chores," such as cutting 
wood and foddering horses, for one 
year, was ordinarily $5. The use of 
a pair of oxen for a day cost 25 cents, 
while the use of a cow for one year’ 
cost $3. It cost 60 cents to make a 
pair of shoes. The price of a pair of 
moccasins was 27 cents. Board was 
only $1 a week. 
That was the day of individual and 
isolated effort, antedating the era of 
aggregation in factories, classification 
and division of labor and invention of 
labor-saving processes and appliances. 
Prices of farm products fluctuated 
greatly, according to local scarcity, 
which could not be mitigated by dis­ 
tribution from regions of plenty. If 
there were big crops they could not be 
sold; if partial failures, there was al­ 
most nothing to sell. Every locality, 
in its industries and products, existed 
for and by itself, having no relation 
with other communities; therefore, 
the surplus production of each farm 
was small, the inducement to produce 
being wanting, and there was very 
little money to purchase anything 
more than the bare necessaries. The 
industrious family had an abundance 
of everything that it could grow, such 
clothing as the loom of the household 
could produce, 
such furniture as 
could be made on the place or in the 
neighborhood, 
and little else.—St. 
Louis Globe-Deraocrat.

K e e p i n g C a b b a g e In Winter. 


The heads which will winter best 
are those just fully formed not over 
ripe ones. Those 
wanted 
for use 
during winter can be pulled roots and 
all and transplanted in shallow earth 
on the cellar bottom. They must not 
be set too deep or they will grow; use 
just enough depth of earth to keep the 
roots moist and no more and the 
cabbage will remain crisp. For spring 
use burying is considered best. Be­ 
fore. the ground freezes hard dig a 
trench, place straw in the bottom 
and put in the cabbage—roots on— 
with the heads down, and as closely 
as possible. Cover with 10 inches of 
dirt without adding straw —too much 
cover will cause them to rot. 
Some 
leave the roots exposed; but during a 
winter where there is alternate freez­ 
ing and thawing, the stalk is likely to 
rot aud the rot may go down in the 
head. No ventilation of the pit is 
needed; keep all air out and if it freezes 
solid the cabbage will not be in­ 
jured. 
If not wanted until late in 
spring cover the earth 
while frozen 
with a foot of straw and weigh down. 
Another method very similar and 
equally good is the following: A pit 
eight inches deep, three and a half to 
four feet wide, and of desired length, 
is first dug, and boards or slabs 
placed at the bottom. Cabbage are 
cut and trimmed, and packed in the 
pit. Framesjof two by four inch scantl­ 
ing are made in the form of a roof— 
for a pit 15 feet long, three of these 
are needed—then nail fence boards to 
these frames, making a complete 
cover. Put this frame over the cab­ 
bages in the pit then cover lightly with 
straw and four inches of dirt. The 
ends should be stuffed with straw, 
which can be removed when cabbage 
is wanted. 
One objection to straw is that mice 
find a nest in it and injure the cab­ 
bages. We have kept them well as 
foifows- Select a dry spot, or if neces­ 
sary cut a deep trench with an outlet 
to take away all water, and thus give 
a perfectly dry bed on or near the 
surface. Lay upon 
this poles or 
scantling parallel far enough apart 
so that when the cabbages are turned 
upside down upon these poles they 
will not quite touch each other at the 
edges. Then put on the cabbages and 
throw dry earth over them to the 
depth of a few inches, more or less. 
Before severe cold weather, throw on 
enough more adjacent soil or that 
dug from the trenches if it is needed. 
It is well to add earth enough finally 
to prevent the frost reaching the cab­ 
bages. We have sometimes spread a 
little straw upon them to keep them 
cleau from the soil, but not enough to 
invent mice. 
We 
have 
preserved 
many thousands of heads through 
winter and ofteu till late in the spring 
in the above manner without ever 
losing one per cent by decay.—0 . J. 
Farmer. 


S t a m D i n * O u t H o i C h o l e r a . 


Now that pleuro pneumonia in cat­ 
tle is stamped out 
in the United 
States, would it not be well to turn 
more fully to the work of stamping 
out hog cholera, it is asked? The 
government has been very successlul 
in the first, and now that the cattle 
plague is eradicated, says an exchange, 
more time and attention can be prop­ 
erly given to the fatal swine disease. 
It is true that the government has 
been at work several years to find 
d ata to eradicate, or mitigate the 
swine disease, and has made a consid- 
able advance toward a knowledge ot 
the disease and its origin. One thing 
about it seems not tc be so well set­ 
tled as that of pleuropneumonia, 
viz; the origin of the germ of hog chol­ 
era. 
it seams to be well settled that 
with the cattle disease once stamped 
odt, it cannot again prevail here un­ 
less introduced from abroad, where it 
Still exists. This is not so plain as to 
thehog cholera. If this was known to 
be the condition of its prevalence in 
this country, the work of eradicating 
it could be put on more certain and 
definite lines. But the disease seems 
to appear at simultaneously wide dis­ 
tances apart, and without contact 
with diseased animals. 
One thing seems to be well settled, 
t at contact w:th diseased hogs is 
pretty sure to produce it in others, 
and that isolation should be carefully 
practiced aud the carcasses buried 
when 
they die with it. Like the 
human organism, that of swine is 
more susceptible and likely to take 
the disease w hen the functions are not 
in healthy condition. All experience 
and observation have taught that 
the disease prevails and is most fatal 
only during the season of feeding dry 
corn and other concentrated foods, 
and when gleanii g the wheat stubble, 
without succulent food to aid the dig­ 
estive functions, and therefore when 
there is greater tendency to consti­ 
pation. 
Until the hogs are fed more ration­ 
ally, and the succulent ration main­ 
tained with the dry corn food of fat­ 
tening, the probability is that hog 
cholera will prevail. We think that 
the present manner of feeding invites 
it. That the germ of the disease is 
nearly always present is manifested 
by putting the animal in such condi­ 
tion as makes him yield a ready vic­ 
tim to it. 


W h e a t a n d B u t t e r . 


The dairy industry is of such a na­ 
ture that few people can realize its 
magnitude until their attention is es­ 
pecially called to it, says the Breed­ 
er’s Gazette. Let us compare wheat- 
growing 
witl> 
butter-making. 
In 
enumerating the provisions of a fam ­ 
ily, a barrel of flour per annum for 
each individual is a fair allowance. 
About five bushels of wheat are re­ 
quired for a barrel of flour, worth a 
little over $4 at present prices, or say 
$5 for a barrel of flour. The butter 
allowance for a family is about one 
pound per individual member for each 
week, or nay fifty pounds yer year. 
At 20 cents per pound this is $10, or 
at 25 cents, about the average price 
for good butter, it is $12.50. Taking 
thesmaller ot thesetwo sums, lyehave 
the cost of the butter consumed by 
our people as fully twice the cost of 
wheat. 
But 
in 
addition 
to 
butter, there is the cheese, and es­ 
pecially the milk, the value of the 
latter amounting to an enormous sum 
iirthe aggregate. Without the figures, 
it ia doubtful if it w-ould be conceded 
that dairy products cost the people 
of our country two or three times as 
much as the wheat they consume. 
It is probable that no improve­ 
ments in the manufacture of flour will 
m aterially 
increase its use. Enor­ 
mous as is the consumption of dairy 
products, the limit ie by no means 
yet reached. The general adoption of 
the creamery system through the 
West is substituting a good product 
for a poor one, and an everwidening 
circle of consumers are learning the 
taste of good butter. 


w in te r D a iry ln *. 
T. L. Haecker, of the Minnesota Ex­ 
periment Station, brings forward the 
following facts to show why it is best 
to have cows calve in the fall. 
To 
illustrate how even the flow of milk 
can be maintained during the winter 
by good care, he takes the record of 
the f verage cows at the Miunesota 


State farm. Some of these 
cowa 
eaitie in early in June, the others at 
different periods up to September. 
The five cows gave on the 10th day of 
November 114,7511bs of milk, con­ 
taining 5,4611bB. of fat, equivalent to 
681 lbs. of butter. Now they are giv- 
ing91,2511bs. of milk, containing5,21 
lbs. of butter per day, or only .3 of a 
fjcund 
less 
than 
they 
gave 
ast 
fall. 
Upon 
the 
supposi­ 
tion that the five cows gave 6.5 lbs. 
of butter daily, and that the butter 
brought 25 cents per pound, the re­ 
ceipts from them during 140 days 
amount to $227.50. The cows refer­ 
red to are ordinary grades, costing 
from $20 
to $35 
Their average 
w'eight is just 8001 bs., the beat one 
weighing 7401bs. The value of the 
feed required for the five cows, for the 
period stated, depends much on lo­ 
cality, and the reader can make hia 
own calculations; but the writer is 
confident that the net profits would 
range from $100 to $125. llow largo 
a wheat field will it take to bring 
your net profit equal to it, and how 
many days labor will it require to 
produce it? 


P r o f i t s In S m a l l F a r m i n g . 


A M assachusetts man raised last 
season on less than three acres of 
land, as follows: Fifteen bushels of 
green peas, one of white beans, ten 
of potatoes, eight of popcorn (ears), 
fifty of red beets, twenty-five of onions 
seventy-five of carrots, 600 sugar 
pumpkins, 1,000 winter 
squashes, 
1*000 horse radish roots, fifty dozen 
ears of sweet corn 
2,000 cabbages, 
six bushels of parsnips large quan­ 
tities of sunflowers, one bushel of 
Rochetter rose potatoes from oce 
pound of seed. 
He says he believes there is a big 
living from a small farm properly 
managed. 
A poultry raiser gives the year’s re­ 
sults as follows: My books show that 
for the year raiding November 1, 
1890, I fed to 100 hens and sixty 
chickens, 102% bushels of corn, twen­ 
ty-nine and one-fourth bushels of 
wheat, a good part of the wheat 
going to the chickens. 
The profit over cost of food was 
$131, an average of $1.31 per hen; 
not a large profit; but eggs cost six 
aud three-fourths cenIn per dozen for 
feed, but the whole cost of feed was 
taken, as I did not keep the feed ac­ 
count between the hens and chickenf 
separate. 


C u r i o u s B e e s o f G u a d e l o u p e . 


Guadaloupe, one of the Lesser An­ 
tilles, is the home of the most curious 
species of the genus apis that has yet 
been discovered.

lie in 
the fact 
that the honey 
bag swings from under the oart of the 
head like a miniature bladder instead 
of being concealed within the abdom­ 
en, as is the case with every other 
known variety of honey gatherers. 
But this is not the only odd point 
about our Guadaloupe insect. They 
are all stinglees, 
male and female 
alike, and never make what we term 
bee comb. 
Their honey, which is usually stored 
in cavities in rocks, hollow trees, etc., 
is put away in little clear, waxen 
globes, which are arranged in regular 
rows, along the walls and across the 
ceiling of the storehouse. These hon­ 
ey globes vary in size, some being as 
small as a canary’s egg, while others 
are as large a baseball.—St. Louis 
Republic. 


C o s t o f F e e d i n g P o ultry . 


The cost of feeding a flock of hens 
will be about $1 a year or lean, as the 
facilities of the range may help. One 
ounce of grain a day is enough, where 
any kind of fair range is available, 
for each hen. 
Besides 
this, some 
broken bones and meat scraps, with a 
cabbage now and then, will be needed. 
Each hen may be expected to give ten 
dozen eggs and rear eight chicks in 
the year. These should be worth $3 
or $5. Thus the profit is satisfactory. 
But it will not be made without gesd 
care and attention and a flock of 
young hens. Where eggs only are 
wanted and chicks are not a rooster 
is of no use.

Dedham,

When first known in Dedham he was 
arrested by officer George E. Morse for 
drunkenness. While serving sentence 
at the jail he showed aptness as a 
tailor, although never before having 
had experience at the trade. After 
serving his sentence he was given 
some money by the sheriff or officials 
in charge of the jail and he left town. 
He remained away but a few days, 
however. Upon his return he went to 
Officer Morse and requested that a 
charge be made against him either of 
drunKenness or vagrancy. 
A charge 
was made, he pleaded guilty and he 
was returned to jail, and the Boston 
Herald says Rothwell has continued 
this course for the past twenty-three 
years. 
Although the age bears its mark, his 
countenance shows refinement. He 
has become very deaf. He can i-e seen 
by 
any visitor who comes in the 
guard-room of the jail seated upon his 
bench, plying hia needle through the 
carments worn by the prisoners. 
He 
has a brother, a wealthy merchant in 
New York city, who recently visited 
him. He has been repeatedly entreat­ 
ed by his r<. latives, not only in NVw 
York, but in Lancashire, England, to 
leave his prison home and livo with 
them, but he says: “ I am contented 
with the home I chose twenty-three 
years ago and I shall not leave it so 
long as I ca*i remain there, either by 
hospitality or legal sentences by the 
courts." 
Rotlfwell’s 
life has a 
romance. 
When a young man at college he fellin 
love with a wealthy young English 
lady. She accepted his attentions as 
suitor. Money he had in plenty, and 
being young, spirited and kind of 
heart, had many boon companions. 
He began to drink and the young 
woman discarded him. He then left 
his native land and went to Australia. 
For several years none of his relatives 
knew where he was, until twenty-three 
years ago, he sent a letter to hia 
mother in England, telling her where 
he was. He has the freedom of the 
jail at Dedham, and the guardroom 
would be lonesome to the officers with­ 
out his presence.

This is not to be construed as say­ 
ing that butter in cold storage must 
not be frozen. No butter which is 
held long lias the finest flavor. Hold­ 
ing in cold storage hurts it. Holding 
it frozen hurts it. Holding it warm 
spoils it. Of the three ways of keep­ 
ing through the Summer, freezing may 
perhaps be the best, but all frozen 
cream or frozen milk has the fresh- 
nees 
removed. Holding 
milk or 
cream in a frozen condition is a cause 
of bitter butter. It does not sour 
but in time becomes bitter. Guard 
against frost.

An E g g -K e e p in g E x p e r i m e n t 


The eggs were all wiped when fresh 
with a ra? saturated with some anti­ 
septic and packed tightly in salt, 
bran, etc. Eggs packed during April 
and May in salt, and which had been 
wiped w-ith cottonseed oil, to which 
had been added boracic acid, kept 
from four to five months with a loss 
of nearly one-third, the quality of 
those saved • not being good. Eggs 
packed in bran, after the same prelim­ 
inary handling, were all spoiled aftelr 
four months. Eggs packed in salt 
during March and April after wiping 
with vaseline, to which salicylic acid 
had been added, kept four and five 
months without loss; the quality af­ 
ter four months being much superior 
to ordinary limed eggs. These pack­ 
ed eggs were all kept in a barn cellar, 
the ordinary temperature of each box 
varying little from 66° F., and each 
box was turned over onoe every two 
days. Little difference was observed 
in the keeping of the fertile or the in­ 
fertile eggs, and no difference was not- 
ieahle in the keeping qualities of eggs 
from different fowl9 or from those on 
different rations.—New York Experi­ 
ment Station Report. 


F re n c h F r u g a lity . 
However moderate the expenses of 
a student of the present may be, they 
can hardly reach the extremely mod­ 
est Sum which sufficed Jean Marmon- 
tel, a French poet during the reign at 
Louis XV., for a year’s school. In 
his “ Memoirs" he speaks of his school 
life as follows: “ I was lodged, as waa 
the custom of the school, with five 
other scholars at the house of an hon­ 
est mechanic.
